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REMARKS 

Claims 22 to 44 are presented for examination. Claim 22 is independent. 
Favorable reconsideration and fiirther examination are respectfully requested. 

In the Examiner's Answer to the Appeal Brief filed on July 15, 2010, the Examiner 
stated the following:

Them ss m larsguage in \hB claims staling thai the voltage cannot first be diverted lo 
another bus before being diverted to the refference. Applicant ce^y ovefcom& the 
rejectfc^ by amentiirtg ti^e dssm to state tiat the flret etement requifes that the positive 
and negatav© voltages be divefted g^rot*gh ^le same path. However, as presenyy 
written, it is beiieved that Yfjola in view of Lar^ does teach the language o! claim 
22. 1 

Accordingly, we are submitting the foregoing amendments to claim 22 to clarify that 

the primary protection device [comprises] a first element that diverts all voltages having a 
magnitude greater than 200V along a same path to a reference potential.
